I posted this several years ago and seeing the renewed interest in 
the WPE calls, I'll repost it now. 


In the early 1980s an organization, The Great Circle Shortwave Society, was 
formed to rekindle the old WPE callsigns from the 50s/60s. Dr. Harold "Dr. 
DX" Cones, WPE400, was the President and 

he corresponded many times with Tom Kneitel (sp), WPE2AB, who was 

one of the originators of the Popular Electronics Monitoring Program. 


The club published a quarterly newsletter for several years but never 
had more than 100 members at any one time. It was a fun organization 
and I never ceased to be amazed at how many people started a career 
in electronics or broadcasting after initial exposure to SW listening 
via the WPE program. 


As far as the total number of WPE/WDX calls (the latter being issued 
by Hank Bennett) I doubt that anyone has an accurate count. Kneitel 
said that PE did not keep any records over the years and he had no 
records of the various callsigns given out during his tenure at PE. 


Those were the "good old days" for sure.

I'm no expert, but hopefully there's something in here that will help 
somebody. 


I run a Yaesu FT9QOCAT mounted on a wood ramp on the transmission hump of my 
'93 Dodge pickup. Later I want a more elaborate metal ramp to hold it plus 
my transverter and dual bander. 


For a while I mounted the front subpanel on a modified Icom bracket (made 
for the IC-706), and this is mounted on the top of the dashboard just to the 
right of the steering wheel. Lately I don't use the remote mount because 
this is also my base rig. I move the radio between the truck and the shack 
often, so messing with the separation kit is a hassle I can live without 
until an Omni VI or some such rig shows up on my bench. 


For CW (mostly stationary, rarely in motion although I listen a lot) I use 
the Schurr Portabel-Wabbler paddle, which fits nicely in a square depression 
on the front of the large storage compartment between the bucket seats. I 
call it my black hole because it's huge and there are things in there that 
haven't seen the outside world for 6 years. I rest my arm on the lid of the 
black hole. This particular paddle is too long for the depression it rests 
in, so it tilts upward at the rear -- at just the right angle so the finger 
pieces are perfectly positioned for my hand. The Schurr is expensive. But 
it's a heavy, well built paddle which stays put in a hard riding truck, and 
I like its feel. Each application is different, but this works for me. 


My DC line goes through the firewall at a rubber plug near the steering 
column, and is connected directly to the battery with fuses on both sides of 
the line at the battery. 


Speaking of batteries, at the last replacement I opted for the type with 
both top terminals and side terminals. The truck uses the top terminals. I 
purchased a pair of charging posts at an auto parts store. These are made 
to screw into the side terminals. I put ring terminals on the ends of the DC 
wires, and the charging posts hold them securely. Corrosion has not been a 
problem so far, but I'm watching it. 


I have my dual band FM radio hooked up the same way with a separate DC 

line. Also double fused at the battery end. Its front panel is mounted on 
the dashboard to the left of the FT900's panel. The rest of this rig sits 
on the passenger seat unless I have company, in which case it goes on top of 
the black hole, in it, or on the tranny hump. 


For portable use I have a third DC line, also with ring terminals, that I 
can attach to the battery side terminals and run out to a nearby operating 
position. The business end has a cigarette lighter socket. Worked great 
with my Sierra during the last QRPTTF. 


My 6 meter setup is a TenTec 1208 transverter following the FT900. For 
those unfamiliar with transverters, this one down-converts from 6 meters to 
20 meters on receive. Transmit requires max 5 watts input on 20M; final 
runs 8 watts out on 6M. Great buy at $95 for the kit. A QRP rig would 
drive it very nicely. I lay the xverter loose on top of the black hole and 
connect the DC line to the cigarette lighter. Not much power involved, so I 
don't worry about it. 


Antennas are often the real challenge in a mobile HF setup. Choose any type 
you like, but mount it securely and as high off the ground as practical and 
legal. I think the max legal height is 13' 6". I use the Hustler system, 
with resonators for all bands from 80/75 to 10 meters. Incidentally, the 
Hustler 54 inch mast with no resonator is nearly perfect for the low end of 
6 meters. I've worked some great Sporadic-E with 8 watts SSB. 


To mount my HF antenna I put a Hustler ball mount on the rear bumper, and 
this works reasonably well. One problem is that the tailgate of the pickup 
is only a few inches ahead of the mast. The feed point is 29 inches off the 
ground. This is higher than most car bumpers, and height matters a lot in 
mobile installations. One day a local ham showed me how he used a CB mirror 
mount by bolting it to -yep- a stake pocket on his pickup. So I tried 

that. One on the left for the HF antenna, and another on the right for 6 
meters. Comparison signal reports indicated this location was considerably 
better. In fact, I got better reports from the mobile than from my base 
trap vertical (25 feet tall.) A full S-unit better on 75 meters! 


But there's a catch. I DO NOT RECOMMEND MIRROR MOUNTS FOR HF. At least not 
with the larger resonators -- with Hamsticks and the like it might be OK. 
This mount proved to be strong enough for the 6 meter mast, but on the HF 
side it kept loosening and I kept tightening. Eventually the center of the 
socket pulled through so far that the coax would not make contact. 


The stake pocket mounts mentioned on this list may work better. Haven't 
seen one, but the idea sounds interesting. 


Recently I installed a fiberglass cap on the pickup bed, so the stake pocket 
mounts had to be removed. For now I'm back to the rear bumper mount. Next 
project is to mount a pair of ball mounts on the rear fenders, a foot or two 
forward of the taillights and as high as I can manage, which will be between 
42 and 48 inches off the ground. I know a DXer who has worked over 160 
countries (all mobile) with an FT900 and a high mounted Hustler system on 
the front fender of a Class C motor home, and he swears by this arrangement. 


My dual bander uses a mag mounted antenna on the roof of the cab. One hole 
mount thrrough the roof is also in the future -- plus a repaint of the roof 
due to 225,000 miles of cable chafing. 


Some people tell me I should bond all the body components with heavy braid. 
Bed, cab, fenders, hood. I believe them. I have some braid, and some day I 
might do that. After I get my hernia repaired. Even the idea hurts now, so 
don't hassle me! As a practical matter I suspect this is an issue that 
might vary from one vehicle to another, so maybe it should be for each 
individual to decide.

Hi Dave, and gang, 


My rig is a MFJ-9020 with the MFJ keyer built-in. I use a separate 12 
volt battery usually just to reduce ignition noise etc. Then I modified 
an old center loaded CB magnetic mount by removing the inner coil and 
wrapping a wire around the outside of the insulating tube and got it to 
resonate on 14.04 MHz with a piece of 17 ga. fence wire as the stinger. 
My bencher paddle sits in the seat next to me, unless I have a 
passenger. Then I set it on my lap. 


I have found out that whenever I am parked, I can clip a 16'8" piece of 
wire to the section of the whip below the loading coil and have a much 
better antenna even when the wire runs parallel to the ground to a tree, 
post etc., altho the more vertical I can get it, the better. 


I'll be interested to read about other responses to your informal poll.

But, I will not use the 63/37 solder for the Elmer 300 
project, a.k.a. The Manhattan Project which I coined at 
Dayton when Jim first showed his rig. The reason for the 
term Manhattan was that the way Jim does it the layout 
looks like downtown NYC. :-) 


Anyway, the water soluable flux is very corrosive and you 
must wash it off shortly after you complete the soldering 
job (not hours but certainly no more than a few days at 
most). Well this process of washing off the flux isn't 
going to fly for the Manhattan Project so I personally am 
going to the "No Clean" type of solder for this project. 
I am not that much of a neatness freak, but I don't want 
flux on anything that I build....

Adding a 6" tail did indeed allow the antenna to 
resonate at 7.040 which raises the question, why not simply 
make the whip that much longer? Or add One more turn to the 
coil? Oh Well.

I just wanted to add a couple more things to this mobile CW thread... 


First, I forgot to mention my keying setup yesterday. I build a TiCK keyer 
into my kits. They work very well and are small enough to add to any rig. 

I have a home brew single lever paddle mounted to a 2" x 2.5" piece of heavy 
plexis. I use velcro strips on the bottom of the paddle and on the top of 
each kit case. The paddle stays put on the top of each kit I've put into 
the front seat of my car. I use an 1/8" stereo jack for the paddle input. 


Now for the Hamsticks.... 


I know many of you don't really like them. I bought them because they were 
very affordable compared to other mobile antenna approaches. They may not 
hear the greatest, but this way I can work almost anyone I CAN hear (makes 
me feel more successful :-) I used a Network Analyzer here at work to tune 
the "sticks." I chose a 500pF cap to bring the SWR down because it was 
universal to both 30m and 40m and maybe other bands as well. The capacitor 
assists in bring the SWR down and the length of the whip or stinger swings 
the resonant frequency up and down the band. As I mentioned, I had to add 
about 6" to the top of the whip to get 7.040 resonant at about 1.2:1 SWR. I 
am getting about 1.35:1 on the 30m "stick." It helps to use some decent 
equipment to setup the Hamsticks. However, I agree with a previous post 
that if the sell a 40m Hamstick you should be able, without modification, to 
get to resonate from 7.000 to the top of the band. I'm not sure if I even 
understand the capacitor mod, but the measurements proved that the cap did 
lower the SWR. 


Just wanted to share this information in case it is helpful to someone out 
there.

Easy solution is to take a small piece of heavy wire, solder it to an 
alligator clip and clip it on to the hamstick at the bottom of the whip 
portion. Then, trim the attachment to get the antenna into the CW portion 
where you want it. When you remove it, it will return to the other 
resonant point. 


For instance, tune the main antenna to either the SSB portion of the band 
or the Novice portion (your preference), then tune the clip on attachment 
down to 7040 or your lower frequency of preference.

Remember that the bandwidth of a hamstick is probably 50 kHz (2:1 SWR = 
points)

length restrictions. You already have a compromise -- the coil is the

The Super-het regen plays! 
I had to abandon the idea of building it into a mini boom box case, 


as the the 2" spkrs sounded like, well, err,... not very good and the 
dial string tuning arrangement left much to be desired. 


So, dug through my seemingly botomless junk pile unitl I came up 
with a dual 365 pfd tuning condenser and a National "Velvet" dial and 
mounted them on a proper wooden base and front panel. 


Stuck with the NE602 for the mixer/oscillator down to 455 Khz. J310 
IF amp, 2N3904, 455 Khz transistor regen detector and TDA2003 
audio amp module I had kicking around for lots of sound. 


A modern, tiny 455 Khz coil didn't work very well, so dug up a 
replacement IF transformer for a tube set.

Of course, the 40M dipole 
might be a factor there too :-) Sounds like a keeper, well worth 
adding a few more frills and making it look presentable.

My mobil setup is also commercial, and is an ICOM 7O6MKII mounted behind 
the front seat of my cowboy cadillac (pickup truck) with the control 
panel mount on my sun visor tray. This works out great for me. My key is 
a spring loaded paddle switch mounted to a piece of wood setting on the 
seat. I have been thinking of using my memory keyer with the setup so I 
reduce the amount of actual keying. The antenna is a set of 5 Hustler 
resonators mounted on two pieces of threaded stock ( using a coupling nut 
to hold them together) and mounted on a box inside my fiberglass camper.

My mobile set up is actually quite primative. 


I run CW/M in my old '78 GMC pickup, as a rule. I have a Hustler 
antenna, with a "spider" adapter that lets me run as many as 5 
resonators simulataneously. It is mounted with a big mag-mount on the 
roof of the cab. I spring load the base, and with more than two 
adapters, I need some guying on the antenna to prevent it from flopping 
around too much. It clears the bridges on the highway, but I have to be 
careful on local roads. 


I set a deep-discharge battery on the floor of the cab, set the radio on 
the pickup's very large seat, and connect the radio to the battery. the 
feed line runs in through the window. I also run a couple of wires to 
the battery and use a clip lead to connect the positive lead to the 
deep-discharge battery to charge it while I am in motion. The keyer and 
paddles also fit nicely on the seat and with the rubber feet on 
everything, it seems to be stable under all but "panic-stop" conditions. 


The radio is my Ten Tec OMNI D, run at 100 W for county hunting and 5 W 
QRP for the QRP ‘tests (what few I can actually find time to operate). 
I have used this with rental cars with no real modification; the mag 
mount makes it very portable.
